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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

2.1 Claim 23 is cancelled. 

Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims, 
filed on 01/15/2009 have been carefully reviewed and searched. The best prior art to 
Dawson (G.B. Pat. 2,187,419 A) failed to teach or suggest a step of affixing a textile 
article made from cloth to the conveyor to substantially prevent relative movement 
there-between as claimed. Dawson also failed teach or suggest a method that excludes 
a step of printing as claimed. Please note. The negative limitation amended to 
independent claims 1 , 23, and 25 to exclude the printing operation is supported at 
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paragraph [0006] of the specification and the preliminary claims filed on 06/18/2007. 
Also see in re Johnson, 558 F.2d 1008, 1019, 194 USPQ 187, 196 (CCPA). MPEP 
2173.05(i). Specifically, there is no known prior art which teach the limitations set forth 
in independent claims 1, 23, and 25. Presently, there is no motivation to combine or 
modify references to form an obviousness type rejection. Therefore, claims 1-3, 5-15, 
18-23, 25, and 26 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
